opposed  to  proposed  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS)  standards  iov<riving 
racial  integration  of  such  schools.  The  rdigious  community  also.i<^ned  in 
virtually  unaninoous  opposition  to  a  propo^  lobby  disclosure  bill,  wluch 
would  have  required  aU  groups  which  attempt  to  affect  rational  legislation 
to  register  and  make  periodic  reports  on  thrir  activities'and  expenses.  Tbe 
bill  was  defeated  in  conunittee. 

Two  measures  which  had  won  broad  interreligious  support  were  passed 
by  the  Congress  this  year  —  the  Panama  Canal  treaties  and"  the 
Humphrey-Hawkins  “full  employment”  bill,  although  the  latter  was  con- 
sid^bly  weakened  from  its  original  form,  Tuition  tax  credit  bills  found 
Roman' Catholics  and  most  Protestants  at  opposite  sides.  While  the  most 
publicized  measure  in  the  area,  the  Packwood-Moynihan  Bill,  was  not 
adopted,  both  proponents  and  opponentsanticipated  that  the  issue  would 
f  arise  again  in  the  new  Clongress  in  1979.  j

It  was  a  year  noarked  by  conflict  and  vioience  —  assassinations,  mass 
sulckfe,  protest  demonstrations,  sodal  unrest.  Changes  of  leadership  in 
Churches  and  governments  and  some  startling  cultural  trends  also 
marked  the parM.  In  many  ways.  1971  would  beayear  to  remember  for  its 
impact  on  UMory. 

Two  epochal  events  seemed  to  highlight  the  historic  changes  that  occur¬ 
red  in  the  past  12  months:  three  papaieies  ir  l.-o  months  and  the  mass 
suicides  and  murders  that  made  the  little-known  country  of  Guyana  a 
household  word  for  milUons. 

But  not  ^  of  it  was  nefstive.  Ihe  Camp  David  accords  promised  new 
hope  for  peace  in  the  IfkMe  East.  An  agre^  statement  on  papal  infallibil¬ 
ity  marked  a  milestone  in  Lutheran-Roman  Catholic  relations.  A  pkxleer- 
ing  at^pt  to  reopen  a  steel  mill  in  Ohio  under  community  control  pointed 
the  way  to  new  forms  of  ecumenical  cooperatioo  that  helps  to  promote 
social  jusMce.  > 

And,  as  always^  there  wm  new  devefepmedts  on  such  continuing  social 
problema  as  the  rights  of  women  and  minoritiee,  disarmament,  and  un¬ 
employment.  Issues  like  abortioo  and  affirmative  action  stijl  challenged 
relijgious  leaders  to  remain  committed  to  their  principles 
infringem(Mits  on  the  rights  of  others.

against  approving  such  a  practice  after  extensive  debate.  In  the  United 
Methodist  Church,  there  were  conflicting  signals  —  an  acknowledged 
practicing  homosexual  was  reappointed  to  a  parish  in  New  York  City,  but 
Garrett-Evangelical  Seminary  in  Evanston,  Ill.,  refused  to  readmit  two 
students  who  publicly  professed  a  homosexual  relationship! 

The  issues  o^omen  in  the  priesthood  continued  to  receive  attention  in 
the  Anglican  Communion  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

A  thrw  •  year  study  commissioned  by  the  Catholic  ‘nteoiogical  Society 
concluded  that  there  is  no  vaUd  reason  why  women  should  nokte  ordained 
to  the  priesthood,  and  the  second  meeting  ^ the  unofficial  Ron^  Catholic 
Women’s  Ordination  Conference  voted  to  continue  sMking  dialogues  on 
the  issue  with  the  Vatican  and  the  U.S.  hierarchy.  • 

While  the  house  of  bishops  and  house  of  laity  of  the  Church  of  England 
voted  to  endorse  the  concept  of  women  priests,  a  negative  vote  in  the  house 
of  clergy  killed  the  proposal  at  the  denomin^on’s  Fall  General  6ynod . 

A  long  -  festering  schism  in  the  U.S.  Episcopal  Church,  prompted  in  part 
by  that  denomination’s  approval  oi  women  priests  in  1^4,  wasreaiiz^  in 
October  with  the  establishment  of  the.  Anglican  Catholid, Church.  But  the 


denomination’s  organizing  convention,  wdiich  approved  M  draft  constihi- 
tion  and  sent  it  to  the  body’s  seven  dioceses,  was  marred^y  squabbling. 

Methodism,  which  began  as  an  offdioot  ot  AngDcanism,  moved  toward 
more  unity  in  the  past  year  as  bisht^  of  the^United  Mefliodist  Chiirdi  and 
three  major  black  Methodist  denominations 'met  together  in  Atlanta. 
World  Methodistlr  sent  representatives  to  London  for  the  reopening  of 
Wesley’s  Chapel,  an  international  shrine  of  the  faith  grouping. 

Roman  Catholics  and  Lutherans  issued  two  major  dialogue  statements 
during  the  past  year — one  at  the  international  level  on  the  Eucharist,  and 
a  first-of-its-kind  statement  in  the  U.S.  on  papal  infallibility. 

Greater  CooperanM ' 

Pledges  of  greater  cooperation  among  Protestants  and  Catholics  in 
Europe  were  made  at  an  ecumenical  conference  at  Chantilly,  Frann, 
while  in  Ghana,  the  Roman  Catholic,  Anglican,  Methodist,  Pr^yteri^ 
ai^  Evangelical  Presbyterian  Churches  agreed  to  recognize  the  validn/ 
of  each  other’s  baptisms. 

A  “Common  Account  of  Hope’’  was  endorsed  by  180  persons  from  58 
countries  at  a  gathering  in  Bangalore,  India,  of  the  FaKh  and  Order  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  (WCC).  That  action  did  not 
attract  as  much  attention  as  the  controversial  $85,000  grant  to  the  Patriotic 
Front  of  Zimt>abwe  ( Rhodesia )  by  the  WCCs  Program  to  Combat  Racism, 
which  drew  fire  particularly Jrom  several  member  denominations.  ’Two, 
the  Salvation  Army  and  Presbyterian  Church  in  Ireland,  suspended  their 
membership  in  the  WCC  in  protest  over  the  grant. 

In  an  apparently  unrelated  development,  foqr  top  staff  members  ot  the 
WCC  announced  that  they  will  be  leaving  the  ecumenical  agency  in  1979.  A 
major  shakeup  in  the  ( U.S. )  National  Council  of  Churches  saw  the  oqster  of 
Lucius  Walker  as  head  of  the  deficit  -  ri^en  Envision  of  Church  and^ 
Society.  ’The  NCC  got  a  ne^v  president  —  its  youngest  ever  —  in  1978  as  M.^ 
William  Howard,  32,  a  black  American  Baptist  minister,  succeeded  Wil¬ 
liam  P.  Thompson,  a  white  UnitedPresbyterian  layman. 

Disarmament  was  a*  major  concern  for  the  religious  conununity  in  1978 
in  connection  with  a  special  session  of  the  United  Nations  on  the  subject  at 
which  several  representatives  of  religious  groups  spoke.  Besides  being 
alarmed  at  the  technology  of  death.  Churches  also  pondered  the  implica¬ 
tions  of  the  birth  of  the  first  so<alled  “test-tube  baby’’  in  England.  Modem 
scientific  techniques  were  also  used  to  probe  the  mysteries  of  a  religious 
relic  —  the  Shroud  of  Turin. 

A  new  Bible  translation  —  the  New  International  Verskh*^  was  haiW 
by  Protestant  scholars  as  being  suitable  for  both  personal  study  and  litur¬ 
gical  use.  Conservative  evangelicals  fired  the  next  shot  in  the  “Battle  for 
the  Bible”  as  284  scholars  drafted  a  document  called  the  Chicago  State¬ 
ment  on  Biblical  Authority.  ^ 

While  the  legal  problems  of  the  Pallotine  Fathers  seemed  to  be  ending 
with  the  suspended  sentence  of  Guido  Carcich,  a  priest  who  was  convicted 
of  misusing  $2.2  million  in  donations  given  to  the  Roman  Catholic  order, 
court  battles  continued  in  relation  to  the  finjancially  troubled  Pacific 
Homes  network.  Some  of  the  lawsuits  raised  the  question  whether  the 
United  Methodist  ChiR^ch  as  a  national  body  couUpSe  held  responsible  for 
the  financial  policiea  of  its  Pfciflc  and  ‘ioiithirrBConfrninrr  v^ch  had 
previously  operated  homes.  8^  ' 

Interrelijpous  relatifliM  rtiaptiBtfiiRiii^RWBlas  three  heads  of  state 
—  a  Christian,  a  Muslim,  and  a  Jevi  —  announced  the  signing  (rf  a 
framework  for  peace  in  the  Middle  East.  While  Israeli  Prime  Minister 
Menachem  Begin  and  E^ptian  President  Anwar  el-Sadat  continued  to 
differ  about  specific  provisions  as  the  year  ended,  they  agreed  that  U.S. 
President  Jimmy  Carter  had  played  a  major  role  in  helping  them  tvreach 
the  progr^  they  had  already  made.  Sadat  and  Begin  shared  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  in  recognition -of  their  talks  during  the  past  year. 

Continuing  strife  between  rival  Christian  factions  in  Lebanon  was  inten¬ 
sified  by  battles  between  Syrian  “peacekeeping”  forces  and  Marenite 
Catholics  in  and  around  Beirut.  Cons^ative  Muslim  leaders  in  Iran  were 
at  the  forefront  of  violent  protests  that  shook  the  Shah’s  regime.  Greek 
Orthodox  leaders  charged  the  Turkish  government  with  restricting  the 
freedom  of  the  Elcumenical  Patriarchate  in  Istanbul,  but  the  'Turkish 
government  claimed  relaxation  of  restrictions. 

Refugees  continued  to  pour  out  of  Vietnam  and  Cambodia,  while  religi¬ 
ous  and  political  leaders  around  the  world  accused  the  latter  country  M 
genocide  against  its  own  citizens.  Christians  continued  to  be  active  in 
protests  against  the  rtepressive  government  of  South  Korea. 

Early  in  the  year;  the  U.S.  return^  the  Crown  of  St.  Steven,  a  Roman 
Catholic  relic,  to  Hungary.  Evangelist  Rilly  Grahamconducted  a  series  of 
services  in  Poland,  where  he  preached  in  Roman  Catln^ic  churches  for  the 
first  time-  Daniel  Arap  Moi,  who  succeeded  the  late  Jomo  Kenyatta  as 
ruler  of  Kenya,  was  expected  to  continue  the  tradition  of  religious  liberty 
there.
